roads—seems to have arrived at a point of 
consideration at last. 
That energetic 


gentleman, Samuel Updyke, the Republi- 
can supervisor of East Bristol township, 
having called the people of Bristol town- 
ship together in a public meeting an- 
nounced by posters to be held at Laurel 
Bend on Saturday last at 3 p. m., to con- 
sider the purchase of a stone crusher and 
the 
macadamizing of certain roads or 


portions of roads, the stone for which pur- 
pose lying closely accessible to tbe pro- 
jected work. 
Many prominent people 


were there who gave encouragement to 
tbe movement by their presence, and 
adding hope to the hearts of the weary 
tillers of the soil—the farmers and road- 
sters, who have been wading and wollowing 
through the roads, (in some places aile 
deep) all the winter long, not to speak of 
the bright anticipations of tbe future for 
coaching parties and rubber-tired racers, 
when tho -daisies and the butter-cups add 
beauty to the meadows and the rose lends 
its fragrance to the balmy air and the 
robins nest again. 


Certainly, we are in favor of stone 


roads, even if they cost 95 cents a square 
yard for stone, at the lowest estimate. 
We feel that when they com?, they come 
to stay, providing, of course, in the first 
place that the constructors thoroughly un- 
jlerstand their business; that the stone 
used is a hard and durable stone—one that 
a loaded hay-wagon can pass over without 
crushing to dust, and that the taxpayers 
can afford the drain upon their pocket- 
books'. 


We understand that the supervisor is 


willing to expend for stone the amount 
usually spent annually for gravel, but hov, 
fur will that amount of scone go? These 
facts, with many others equally important 
to the taxpayers, should receive due con- 
sideration. And we would suggest thai 
the supervisor employ some expert road- 
maker in this line as advisory counsel be- 
fore be commences operations. 


The Democratic ex-supervisors, Porter 


and Cox, may have been too prudent in 
spending the people's money on the roads 
and left undone those things which they 
ought to have done—turning in some 
hundred dollars which might have been 
placed on the roads for the benefit of all 
who use them. On the other hand, taxa- 
tion is high and the people will hardly 
countenance a large expenditure of money 
by the supervisors of East and West Bris- 
tol townships at the present time. 


We understand that another meeting is 


called for next Saturday, and we would 
suggest to tbe gentlemen who may be

There was a contest for tbe clerkship be- 
tween J. Freeman Hendricks, Esq., pres- 
ent clerk, and James Flack, former cleric.

Mr. Harris was re-elected by a vote of 6 
to 3. 
Mr. Harris was also re-elected 


Treasurer by acclamation. The prospects 
are that Town Council will have a year's 
important vrork on hand. The streets 
need attention and ulso the sidewalks. 
Then there is the sewerage system project 
to grapple with. 
Two ordinances by rival 


companies have been presented already. 
It i* more than likely one or more trolley 
companies will be seeking an entrance into 
our town before the year closes. Thus 
there will be plenty of work to do. 


So far as increased provision for the en- 


tertainment of guest* is concerned Doy- 
lestown is to have practically two new ho- 
tels. Mention was made in thia column 
recently of James Pollock's plans to en- 
large his present restaurant on State street 
to the proportions of a hotel, the improve- 
ments to also include barn and stabling 
for horses. Mr. Pollock purchased tbe 
adjoining property for this purpose and 
the work is underway. Now comes Joseph 
L. Fretz, proprietor 
of the Fountain 


House, which he purchased for something 
over $60,000, with plans for a big annex 
that will 
double the capacity of tbe 


present hotel. Mr. Fretz will tear away 
his kitchens and dining rooms and extend 
the building over to Court street. The 
changes contemplated will cost, it is esti- 
mated, about $10,000. The hotel will 
have a frontage on three streets, Court, 
Main and State. 
A large waiting room

The 
surprising feature of the verdict is not 
that the woman escaped conviction for 
the alleged crime, but that the jury 
should not have found her guilty on a 
minor charge, as the New Jersey law per- 
mits. Presumably the jury took into con- 
sideration the fact that the woman had 
already been imprisoned for over a year. 
Or It may be that the calculated parade of 
her own innocent child in the court room 
•o touched the sympathies of the jurymen 
that they forgot the other little one whose 
prattle were so untimely ended. 


THE PLAQUE IR MANILA. 


The outbreak of cholera in the native 


quarters of Manila is mode formidable by 
the ignorance of the residents and their 
habitual negligence of sanitary rules. 
Appearances indicate that the American 
authorities are confronted by a situation 
wbioh demands prompt action on their 
part. There is no doubt that the disease 
can be stamped put by vigorous methods, 
and there should be no hesitation in their 
application. Secretary Root has wisely 
ordered the dispatch of transports with 
returning troops from the infected city 
to be hastened as much as possible to 
lesson the danger of the communication of 
the disease to the soldiers. Owing to the 
large number of troops that must be left 
in the city as a garrison General Ohaffee 
and the medical authorities will preeum- 
ablj be trusted to see that no precau tion 
for their safety is omitted. Tho army has 
an opportunity to do in Manila the same 
work which It accomplished in Havana 
with such wonderful success. The Cuban 
capital was one of the most pestilential 
cities on the globe three years ago. Today 
It is one of the cleanest, with a death rate 
that compares favorably with many of the 
most progressive cities in the United 
Status. Genreal Ohaffee should make a 
resolute effort to equal the achievement of 
Genoral Wood in exterminating the deadly 
plague. 


Nexerene Hem* • Nvisenee. 


The Philadelphia Board of Heiilth at a 


meeting held last week, declared the 
Naznrene Home for the Aged, No*. 2032 
and 2034 Columbia avenue, overcrowded 
and unclean, and a nuisance prejudicial to 
public health. It win directed that the 
management of the i istitution at once re- 
duce the number of inmates and place the 
Home in a satisfactory sanitary condition. 
Notice was served on Mrs. Mary A. Hart, 
founder of the institution, to comply with 
the Board's direction. If the directions 
are not complied with in twenty days, the 
inmates will be removed and the place 
will be closed. 


Investigation of the condition of the 


building was made on the 29th ult. by Dr. 
A. A. Culms, assistant medical inspector 
of the Board. The investigation was the 
result of a complaint made by a citizen, 
and Dr. Cairns reported that not only is 
the building in bad condition generally, 
but it is also badly ventilated, with bath- 
rooms that have the appearance of never 
being used, and with from one to nine 
beds in the various rooms. 
There are 


seventy-nine inmates, and four of these 
sleep in the basement. Dr. Cairns ex- 
pressed the opinion that the food provided 
the inmates is inferior in quality and 
quantity, and he did not believe that the 
management has 
sufficient 
funds 
to 


properly conduct the place. 


Clifford G. White, Superintendent of 


the Home, said that the fee of $300 bad 
been paid by thirty-five of the inmates, 
whereas the others are charity inmates. 
He added that the Home has no charter, 
and that there would probably be more 
liberal contributions if a charter were ob- 
tained. 
He believes that the place Is 


overcrowded. He received np salary, he 
stated.

He was not 
a mere British imperialist as his enemies 
have often thrust at him, but essentially 
a citizen both of the United States and the 
English speaking world. 
His will pro- 


vides for the establishment of colonial 
scholarship and two American scholarships 
to each of the present States and territor- 
ies of of the United States. The will also 
provides for five scholarships for students 
of German birth. All are at Oxford Uni- 
versity. 
That Mr. Rhodes settled the 


question in favor of Oxford was due to his 
devotion to his old university where he 
was a graduate. 
He was so impressed 


with the value of a university education 
thitt after he haa been compelled to break 
his course at Oxford, owing to ill health, 
which made it impossible for him to 
winter in England, he returned each sum- 
mer from South Africa in order to com- 
plete his universty career.

"Whurea* I desire to encourage and foster

RIVAL LINES CLASH. •• 


SK8ITAMIKY ELEVATED ADO P. B. R. OO. AT 


AT LOaOKRHE»nS—OSK 
HU.NDRKD SECTION 


MBS UPSET BUiLIHNQ OPERATION". 
A clash occurred yestarday morning be- 


tween the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
and the Neshaminy Elevated Railroad 
Company at Oroyden. A gang of a hun- 
dred Italians under the direction of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company's road 
supervisor, armed with picks and shovels, 
arrived upon the scene and swooped down 
upon the workmen engaged in putting 
down the foundations for the elevated 
structure, destroyed the work of the latter 
and filled up all the excavations made 
upon the disputed property at Groyden 
elation. The railroad gong outnumbered 
the trolley workmen five to one and the 
"Pennsy" is at present master of the sit- 
uation. 
The holes for the piers were 


ready last night, but were promptly filled 
again this morning. 


The elevated campany commenced work 


last Monday morning at the Nesheminy 
creek, digging holes and putting in cement 
to support the superstructure of the road. 
No interference was made until the point 
was reached near the Oroyden station, 
where the road makes a curve to go around 
the station. 
When holes were dug for 


half the distance, the railroad company 
road snpervisor«Brrived with a hundred 
Italians*on a special train of flat cars and 
notified W. R. Molinard, manager of the 
Bristol and Philadelphia Passenger Rail- 
way Company, who had charge of the 
work, that his men Were working on rail- 
road property. 
Mr. Molinard declared 


that point had been determined in the 
local court, and a $20,000 bond hod been 
given, and that he intended to go ahead 
with present operations unless overpow- 
ered' by a superior force. 
The supervisor 


gave orders to clear the disputed territory 
and the opposing forces separated in 
groups at each excavation, and as fast as 
one trolley worlcman shoveled the dirt out, 
live shoveled it back. 
Mr. Molinard was 


obliged to temporarily surrender. 


A Gazette representative was upon the 


scene this morning and the section crew 
was engaged in removing in baskets the 
big piles of sand and broken stone which 
hhd been deposited upon the disputed 
ground, carrying it a distance of fifty 
feet and depositing it on the pike. 


Manager Mollinard declared that he is 


clearly in the right, and has been proceed- 
ing in an orderly and legal manner, but 
has been obliged to temporarily suspend 
operations because a powerful company 
has substituted might for right. 
He said 


when the argument was heard upon filing 
the bond the court was thoroughly familiar 
with the disputed points and the right was 
given to occupy the curve. The railroad 
campany claims that the road back of the 
station is private property purchased from 
Henry L. Oaw, and that the station was 
erected upon the old Bristol pike, that 
portion having been vacated by the own- 
ers of the pike franchise; and that pre- 
misaion only was given the public to use 
the new route. 
The pike has since be- 


come the property of the county, and 
according to railroad argument there is 
no thoroughfare from the Newportville 
railroad corner to the- opposite end of 
the station premises, except by suffer- 
ance. 


Mr. Mollinard declared this morning 


that he would seek legal redress, and he 
felt there would be no doubt as to a fav- 
orable outcome, as the railroad company's 
actions were high-handed, and in effect, 
amounted to a contempt of the court's 
ruling. 


Owner of "McKae City" Paid. 


Colonel John McEee, 
colored, who 


owned the 60-acre Rockhill farm, on China 
Lane, now occupied by Jasper Lorimar, 
died at his home, 1030 Lombard street, 
Philadelphia, on Monday. Colonel Mc- 
Kee had a long and useful career and was 
probably the wealthiest colored man in 
the United, States. His estate is valued 
at no less than two million dollars. 
Colonel McKee had an idea that some day 
hie farm at Oroydon would be turned into 
a thriving village, and all along the lines 
of his property where it abutted the road 
he had neatly painted sign posts placed 
bearing the words "McKee Oity." 


Colonel John McEee was 80 years of age 


and was born in Alexandria, Va. 


When 21 years of age he came North and 


settled in Philadelphia, where he married 
a daughter of the well known oid time 
restaurateur, James Prosser, with whom 
le was associated for years, in the latter's 
amoua restaurant, 
on Market street. 


Subsequently Colonel McKee abandoned 
ihe restaurant for the real estate business, 
n which he acquired his great fortune. 
!n 1858 be built what was then a preten- 
;ious four-story brick leaidenoe at 1030 
Lombard street, where he had ever since re- 
sided, and conducted his real estate office 
up to the time of bis death. 


The only really prominent office be 


assumed was that of colonel of the Thir- 
teenth Regiment, in the old National 
3uard during the seventies, when General 
Louis Wagner commanded the colored 
Brigade of Guardsmen, consisting of the 
Eleventh, Twelfth and Thirteenth Regi- 
ments, from a combination of which, after 
the reorgnaization of the National Guard 
sprang the Gray Invincibles, 
for many 


years an important 
command in the 


Quard of the State. Before the reogani- 
2111ion, however, Colonel McEee retired 
fiom the command of the regiment, which 
was 
afterward 
consolidated 
with the 


Eleventh and Twelfth into an organiza- 
tion which was for a while continued 
under command of Colonel Raymond J. 
Burr, who was Colonel McEee's confi- 
dential secretary. 


For many years Colonel McEee was 


prominent in Presbyterian circles, being 
a steady attendant of the old Colored 
Presbyterian Church on Lombard street, 
near Ninth, but of late years he hac 
leaned toward the Roman Catholic faith, 
although, not so far as coald be leared, 
identifying himself with 
that 
churct 


officially, and it is not yet announced 
whether or not he left any of his wealth 
to the church. 


Speaking of Colonel McEee's wealth, Mr. 


Burr said that he had owned about 30( 
houses in Philadelphia, worth at least hall 
a million dollars, and that he possessed 
two hundred thousand acres of ore, farm 
and coal lands in Martin and Johnson" 
counties, Eentucky; Logan connty. 111! 
nois, and in West Virginia, besides farm 
lands in Georgia, New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. Among his holdings was 
the splendid farm of 66 acres, near Croy 
don. 
In New Jersey he owned the whole 


settlement of McEee, on the West Jersey 
Railroad. The town consists of twenty- 
two farms of 100 acres each, besides 180< 
additional acres, and on each farm he hac 
erected buildings valued at $2500, a total 
of $65,000. 


"Every bit of Colonel McKee's real es- 


tate was absolutely clear. He didn't owe 
one dollar on it," said Mr. Burr, "and in 
addition, I should say he had fully $60,000 
in cash in bank."

Only the bleaching power 
of sunlight might after a time assist in 
revealing the swindle.

WyeltCa Bible. 


The first complete translation of tbe 


Bible Into the English tongue was ef- 
fected by John Wycllf about 1380. 
This -was the Lollards' Bible, and a 
large number of manuscript copies 
must have been written and circulated, 
for 170 copies are still In existence. 
There were also many transcripts of 
certain books as well as of the whole 
Bible. 
Wycllf could not go to the 


original texts, so he translated from 
the Vulgate, or accepted Latin version 
It was not a perfect performance, but 
the reformer was prevented by death 
from revising It, as he doubtless in 
tended to do. 


The revision, therefore, was under- 


taken by John Purvey and completed 
In 1388. It Is curious that the whole of 
Wycllf s Bible was not printed as 
one book-until 1850, when it was pub- 
lished under the editorial care of the 
Rev.-Joslah Forshall and Sir Frederic 
Madden. 


An Opal Worth a Million. 


The most famous opal in history was 


that which was worn hi a ring by the 
lioman senator Nonius in the day of 
the triumvirate. Its size equaled that 
of a medium sized hazelnut. yet Its 
beauty and brilliancy rendered It a 
marvel among the dilettanti of Borne, 
especially when It was known that the 
goldsmiths and money changers had 
get Us value at $1.000,000. 


Mark Antony made overtures to No- 


nius for its purchase, intending, it'Is 
thought, to present It to Cleopatra, but 
the senator refused to part with It and 
for fear tbat it would be taken from 
him by sheer force sought safety In 
flight Here history loses all trace of 
this famous gem, there being no rec- 
ord of its transference from Nonius to 
any of his family.
